TRAIN | ATTACKED | 
BY JAPANESE 


The writer of this account of the last journey 


made between. Hankow by rail is Mrs. E. G. Bryne, 
a resident of Hankow, whose husband i is still i in the 


city or at Chikungshan. 


Mrs. Bryne was one of the party of five foreig- 
ners who, on the second attempt, succeeded in 


reaching. Hong Kong after a perilous and nerve- 


racking journey. The account is written from a 


diary kept while en route. 


Many: had solved the great ques- 
tion of the past few months , in 
Hankow, “to go or to stay,” by 
- going when opportunity offered. 

Some few of us, however, who had 
made our homes in the city for 
many years and had _no. other, 
postponed .the sad day. It meant 
the breaking up of families, the 
loss of many things we held dear.

Actual- 
ly our profit was $3,140.21 against an 
actual loss last year of $791.44, so we 
are really nearly $4,000 better off, and 
this after writing off sonie special 
items amounting to $830 odd, which 
are non-recurrent, : 

. FREE OF DEBT . 

On the credit side of. the account, 
subscriptions are up by $8,000, thanks 
mainly to the increased ‘subscription 
which came into force on January 1 
last; and tennis tournaments show a 
profit of $1,251.87, as against $636.86 
for the preceding year. Profit on sales 
shows an increase of approximately 
$1,600. ; ; ‘ 

Turning to the balance sheet, ‘since 
this was made up we have drawn a° 
further 30 Debentures for re-payment, 
and this leaves us with a balance of 
only 23 to be redeemed. These will, I 
hope, ibe paid off next year, when we 


shall have a Pavilion in excellent con-]- 


dition and free from debt. Our out- 
standing accounts are nearly all good, 
and since the accounts were made up 
have nearly all been collected.
